Dur­ 
ing the pifet three days there have 
been hundreds of citizens working for 
their favorites. 
Jackson I. Case, the coming post­ 
master, was born in this city October 
23, 1865,and is aa only soil of the late 
Jerome I. Oise. 
Twice he was elected 
mayor of Racine by large majorities 
He has been interested in m*ny of the 
leading manufacturing industries of 
the city,namely the Fish Bros’. Wagon 
company,!. I.Case Threshing Machine 
company, J. I. Case Plow company, 
Manufacturers’ National bani?, and it 
was he who established the Belle City 
Electric Street Railway company. For 
many years he conducted tee immense 
stock farm for bis father and owned 
and drove many cf the fastest horses 
in the country. 
He was also secretary 
and treasurer cf the Wisconsin Indus­ 
trial association, and is interested in 
many other enterprises. 
With the 
masses he is populai, and esp?cially 
with the workingmen. 
It is said that 
the assistant postmaster will be James 
Prichard, a yourg republican.

Brasilia Douglass, 
an Old 
Abolitionist, 
Passes Away 
Brodhead, Wis., * March IO—Bra­ 
silia Douglass died at his residence in 
this city yesterday morning. 
He was 
nearly 92 years of age. 
Mr. Douglass was of Scotch descent, 
his ancestors havirg come to New 
England 
in 
the 
middle 
of the 
sixteenth century In 1835 he removed 
to Milwaukee, where he took up a 
settler’s land claim. 
UpoD this claim, 
which was situated at Bay View, he 
resided unt'l October, 
1841, when he 
moved to Prairieville, now Waukesha, j 
und resided there for several years. 
His energy aud integrity made him a 
useful citizen and he was honored 
with offices cf trust. 
He first served 
as constable in the village aud after­ 
wards as sheriff of Waukesha county. 
He was the secretary 
of tee first 
temperance organization formed in 
Milwaukee, and was one of the early 
abolitionists. He was active in church 
work, 
Mr. Douglass was three times mar­ 
ried. 
His third wife, formerly Abbie 
8 tone, survives bim. 
He leaves one 
son and three daughters.

Gov. Edward Scofield was then pre 
seated and was received with round 
after ronnd of applause. 
He said: 
After referring to the agricultural 
college, Gov. Scofield made a plea for 
honest taxation. 
The inequalities, he 
said, could not be suddenly righted 
but woald be flied ultimately. 
The 
tax commission was at work but a 
recognition of 
individual responsi­ 
bility would be more effective than 
any law. 
Wisconsin was rather bet­ 
ter off than most states. 
Continuing 
he said: 
“ It iB a notorious fact that In Wis­ 
consin by far the greater part of per­ 
sonal property escapes taxation en­ 
tirely. 
Mr. Kennan, of Milwaukee, a 
member of the State Tax commission , 
who has devoted long Blady to the 
question, informs me that it is prob­ 
able that at least 90 per cent, in value 
of the personal property owned in the 
state of Wisconsin escapes assessment. 
Thomas Brown, tax comru ssiooer cf 
the city of Milwaukee, who is an au­ 
thority on the subject, gave me as his 
opinion that 75 par cent. cf the pei- 
sonal property in the city of Milwau­ 
kee escapes taxation, and the balance 
of the state he think*, will not differ 
greatly. 
In corroboration of this are 
the figures given of property values in 
Wisconsin by the Untied States census 
of 1890, and a comparison of these 
with the total assessed valuation c f 
property in the state. 
The United 
States census cf 1890 place the total 
property valuation in 
Wisconsin at 
$1,833,308,523. 
Deducting from tim 
valuation the value of the real estate 
which Is exempt, there is still left: a 
balanoe of personal property to the 
amount of about $735,000,000.” 
He spoke of the “disappearing per­ 
sonal property” which was not found 
by the assessors as a rule, and then 
referred to the corporations 
The 
trust companies, the insurance com­ 
panies, the sleeping ear and express 
companies, he said. Were not paying 
their just share. 
Bills were passed by 
the legislature of 1897, which would 
have made a start in the direction of 
compelling these companies to pay 
their share of taxes, but unfortunate­ 
ly in their passage a specific provision 
of the constitution was violated which 
made the measures void, and they 
were vetoed. 
In dosing the governor said: “ Much 
as I might feel like denouncing the 
money leaders for their evasion of 
taxes and their refusal to pay their 
just share of the expenses of maiotaic- 
ing the government, I am forced to 
believe that their action is not due in 
the first instance to dishonesty, 
ut 
rather to the fact that they reccgoizs 
the inequalities of our system of taxa­ 
tion. aud that each of them faels that 
if he will dieoiote hie securities for as­ 
sessment he will have to pay more 
than his jnrt shars because the other 
fellows will not disclcse theirs. 
You 
see this comes back after all to a 
question of iudividu&l responsibility. 
] can not hope that all of 
tbeae 
men who are now evading taxes will 
oome at once to a sense of their chry 
as citizens and professedly honest men, 
and will tell the adsessor what they 
have this year; but if each one of us 
will do that, something will be gained 
in the 
interest of tax reform,Jand 
every step gained will mako the next 
step ea-i^r. I am convinced that the 
responsibilities of cit zeoabiy are not 
studied carefully enough 
I hope that 
out of these farm institutes and the 
general system cf farm education, will 
come to 
the farmer a keener and 
juster sense of their duties as citizens; 
and .rom the farming element will 
come the reform movement which will 
stir every man to a desire to perform 
bis whole duty as a citizen, and bear 
cheerfully the finaneisUas well as the 
political burdens of citizenship.
